FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT—1961 


During 1961, your fire department companies answered forty- 
six alarms for fires within and without the Town of Standish. 
This is a decrease of twelve alarms, fewer than 1960. This is a 
good record for our town. During 1962, let us all be on the alert 
for fire and I am sure we can keep the number of fires on the 
decrease. We cut the budget for operating expenses of the fire 
department this year $2,000.00. I am sure if all residents are care- 
ful we can operate within the reduced budget. 


In conjunction with Civil Defense, we have installed two new 
fire and air raid warning systems at Standish and Sebago Lake. 
Many complaints have been reported, that residents in immediate 
area of above mentioned systems, do not hear these alarm: sys- 
tems when they are in operation. The manufacturer of these 
systems does not guarantee that everyone will hear the system or 
do they advise you where to install them for the best coverage. 
They do advise you to install the system a certain number of feet 
above the ground which we have done and apparently many of 
you are dissatisfied with the systems. I am sure during the en- 
suing year, your fire department will do the best they can to 
correct this situation to the best of their ability. Personally, I 
feel the problem is mainly, that these systems create a different 
sound than previous alarm system, I believe, if these systems are 
kept in use that in the future most everyone will become accus- 
tomed to the sound and I am sure firemen will respond to the 
alarm which is the reason for installation. 
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In the coming year we definitely should replace Engine No. 4 
Standish Rescue Unit, with a new panel truck. ‘Today this is the 
most valuable service to all the residents of our town. ‘This unit 
is being operated by very capable, competent and well trained 
operators. I believe if these operators are willing to give of their 
time for the operation of this unit, we all should cooperate and 
furnish them with the proper, safe equipment to be able to per- 
form their service to the best of their ability. 


At this time I wish to thank all members of the fire depart- 
ment companies for their splendid cooperation in helping me to 
perform my duties as Chief, during the past two years. Should I 
be able to help in any way at anytime, please do not hesitate to 
contact me.

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REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


To the Residents of the Town of Standish: 


Foremost in the minds of most people today is whether to 
build a fallout shelter or not. Your local director cannot tell you 
what to do, but can supply you with informative literature com- 
piled by the government. At present in a move by the Federal 
Government, a survey is being made to secure locations, where 
shelters can be made to give the most protection at a minimum 
cost. In the near future, Standish is to be surveyed. Any person 
having a building with extra space of approximately 20 x 30 feet 
is urged to contact me as room is needed for storing dry and 
canned goods and other supplies for Fallout Shelters. 


Two sirens have been purchased this year at a cost of $760.00 
with one half of this cost paid by the Federal matching funds. 
The sirens are not working properly at this writing, but Federal 
Siren Company has been contacted and are going to correct 
them. | 


We hope to add to our radio equipment this year by purchas- 
ing another mobile unit to be placed at the Steep Falls Fire Sta- 
tion, and possibly 2 walkie talkies to be used by the Fire de- 
partments. This equipment will also be purchased by matching 
funds. 


Radiological Monitoring equipment has been received from 
the Federal Government to set up 3 monitoring stations, one each 
at Sebago Lake, Standish, and Steep Falls. This valuable equip- 
ment has been loaned to us and several local men have been 
trained to use it. At least 3 more men in each section of town 
are needed to learn this and a class of instruction will be set up 
for them. 


Standish can well be proud that the local Civil Defense or- 
ganization received a high score equal to Portland by the State 
government inspectors, and was topped by no other organization 
in the County. 


I wish to thank my staff for their continued support. A special 
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thanks to Herschel Ward, Chief of Communications, who has 
found it necessary to resign, for the many hours he has spent 
operating and testing every Wednesday night. Charles Dyer will 
serve as Deputy of Communications.

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STANDISH HEALTH COUNCIL REPORT 


The following report of the activities of the Standish Health 
Council during 1961-1962 is presented in order to acquaint 
all of you with the various phases of its work. The work 
covers: 


Health Education 

Dental Health Education 
Dental Clinic

In April Standish will be the Host Council for the annual 
Health Institute for Cumberland and York Counties. This is 
an all day meeting. It is being planned for April 18th at the 
George E. Jack School and announcements concerning the 
program and speakers will be in the newspapers prior to it. 
This is for anyone in Standish who is interested in health 
problems, as well as for representatives from all the other 
Health Councils. 


2. Dental Health Education is of the utmost importance. 
It is much more desirable to teach children how to keep the 
teeth clean and free from decay than it is to be forced to 
extract decayed ones. All that can be done in the classroom 
and in the dental clinic is being done. Parents should study 
the rules for the prevention of tooth decay and apply them 
in the home. The number of children in need of dental care is 
overwhelming. During the past summer (1961) the services 
of a dental hygienist were obtained through the State De- 
partment of Health and Welfare, Dental Division, and a clinic 
for the application of sodium fluoride to the teeth was held. 
Mrs. Wm. Liedemann and Mrs. Richard Higgins planned and 
carried out this program and approximately 175 children 
received the series of treatments. Parents bore the cost of this, 
$1.75 per child. In line with equalizing programs of the towns 
in S. A. D., No. 6, during 1962, we will be able to do this for 
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all of the children in selected grades without making this 
charge, as provision is made for it in the School Budget under 
the item of Health. 


Plans are under way for a Poster Contest. 


3. The Dental Clinic held 14 clinics in 1961 with Dr. John 
Burns in attendance. A new and much better light was pur- 
chased for the drill stand. Third graders had work done on 
the six year molars, and first graders had examinations, with 
notices sent to the parents where dental care was needed. 


In this year’s clinic, Dr. Leo Gilbert of Portland will be 
the dentist and it is planned to examine and do work on six 
year molars for the second graders, with any further work to 
be decided upon later. 


A used turbo-jet drill (high-speed) has been obtained from 
the George C. Frye Company with the decision regarding the 
purchase of same depending upon the advice of Dr. Gilbert. 
If it would enable him to do work for more children with 
less discomfort to them, then the Health Council would feel 
justified in purchasing it. The Frye Company offered it on 
these terms. 


All those working on the sale of the Community Birthday 
Calendars deserve a great deal of credit. Each year more calen- 
dars and listings are sold, giving us more money for the Dental 
Clinic. The Kiwanis Club makes a contribution for dental 
work, and a large part of the money appropriated by the 
town is also used for this. Parents pay $1 per filling and $1 for 
extractions, except where an unusual condition exists. 


4. The Child Health Conferences continue very satisfac- 
torily. Anyone wishing information may call Mrs. Gerald Har- 
mon, Ni 2-3606. Pre-school children may receive immuniza- 
tion shots and vaccinations. These conferences are held the 
first ‘Tuesday of each month at the Municipal Building at 10 
A.M. and are open to all pre-school children in the town. Each 
child may be given one complete physical examination each 
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year. Dr. Richard C. Wright is the physician. Mrs. Beverly 
Allen, R.N., Public Health nurse, assisted at these until De- 
cember. At that time a change was made in the schedules 
for the Public Health nurses and Miss Barbara Ney was 
assigned to the towns making up School Administrative Dis- 
trict No. 6. 


5. School Physicals have been completed for this school 
year, covering grades one, three and five at the George E. 
Jack School and grade seven at the Johnson Junior High. At 
the Junior High athletes are done in addition to the seventh 
grade. Vital capacity testing was done in addition to hemo- 
globin and urine testing. Dr. Richard C. Wright is School 
Physician in Standish. 


In August several meetings were held at Bonny Eagle High 
School in order to plan for volunteer’s to assist Dr. Donald 
Allen, school physician for the high school. Freshman and 
Juniors, plus the athletes were given complete physical exami- 
nations. Each town contributed volunteers. 


Parents are strongley urged to take children to the family 
physician upon receipt of a notice of a physical condition need- 
ing attention. Please report the follow-up to the teacher for 


the School Health Records. 


6. Dr. Donald Allen conducted an immunization clinic 
at the George E. Jack School, and at the Johnson Junior High 
School. Volunteers from the Health Council assisted Dr. Allen 
and Mrs. Beverly Allen. 


7. The Loan Closet was drawn on a number of times. 
The items the Health Council has are for the use of anyone 
in the town of Standish, and are stored in the Municipal Build- 
ing. At present they consist of a hospital bed, bedside cabinet 
with tray, and a separate bed-tray and a bed pan. Any item 
donated will be gladly accepted. 


At this time we would like to pay tribute to Mrs. Beverly 
Allen, R.N. Mrs. Allen worked fourteen years as the Public 
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Health nurse in Standish. It was her help that the Health 
Council was established and she has been our source of advice 
and help and the link between the State Department of Health 
and Welfare and the Health Council. This has never been a 
rountine job with her—she’s always been as helpful “after 
hours” as during working hours and we wish to take this op- 
portunity to thank her publicly. 


We thank the Town for its support and we thank the many 
people who gave their time and interest to the program. It is 
only through co-operation between the ‘Town, the School Per- 
sonnel, the School Physicians, the Health Officer, the Public 
Health Nurse and the volunteers that what I report on has 
been accomplished. Not everything has been done that could 
have been done, so we look forward to the coming year and 
hope for further success.

The following statements are submitted to give you an idea 
on the status of white pine blister rust control in Standish. 


As you know, the blister rust control program is conducted 
under an agreement between State and Federal agencies where- 
by technical supervision and financial assistance is given co- 
operating towns and individuals for whatever control measures 
are needed. 


The disease is controlled by simply eliminating the currant 
and gooseberry bushes growing in and around selected white 
pine stands. Effective eradication of these plants also permits 
areas to restock naturally. 


Practical control of the blister rust has been underway in 
Standish since 1923. Successful results are now evident. About 
569,000 currant and gooseberry bushes have been destroyed on 
control areas amounting to nearly 32,000 acres which includes 
over 17,340 acres of white pine. 99 percent of this acreage is 
now on a maintenance basis. Maintenance is blister rust ter- 
minology indicating that control of the disease has been estab- 
lished and the existing white pine is not threatened with serious 
losses from blister rust. On such areas only periodic examina- 
tions will be needed to insure this condition. | 


500 man hours were spent on this project in Standish during 
1961. A summary of the reports show: 4,345 acres were mapped 
in detail on aerial photographs; this acreage was also surveyed 
and scouted for crew areas; 5 acres were intensively worked 
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and about 600 currant and gooseberry bushes were destroyed. 
The job cost $630.43 (Town of Standish, $300.00; State and 
Federal agencies, $330.43 not including cost of supplies and 
other incidentals. ) 


Our plans for 1962 in Standish include giving attention to 
2,111 acres which have been on maintenance for ten or more 
years. We expect State and Federal agencies will again pro- 


vide funds to at least match blister rust funds appropriated 
by Standish. 


Thanking you for your past cooperation, I am,

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT—1962 


Your Fire Department answered over sixty calls in town. 
This is an increase over the past few years. 


We had two very bad forest fires, due to the dry spring, one 
at Sebago Lake and one on the Manchester Road. We were 
handicapped in fighting these fires because of lack of water. 


The fire at Bonny Eagle destroyed three cottages. It is most 
fortunate that more property was not damaged. At the time 
the Libby Farm was burned, we were hindered in our efforts, 
because it was necessary to haul water from Whites Bridge. It 
was fortunate that we were able to save the house. 


During the summer season several houses were struck by 
lightning. Through the efforts of capable and competant firemen, 
these fires were brought under control with little damage to the 
buildings. 


Grass, chimney and dump fires have been very costly, many 
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could have been avoided. People should not endeavor to burn 
their debris when they take it to the dump, caretakers of the 
dump will attend to this, and no danger will arise. 


During the spring and summer months especially, the fire 
departments are often called to control grass fires. Here again, 
if proper caution had been taken, the fires could have been 
avoided. Let us all be very careful of fires, who knows, the next 
on may be our own. | 


We have replaced the Old Rescue unit with a new one, and 
this with the capable men who operate it, renders a very 
valuable service to us. 


All the fire trucks are equipped with rotary flashing lights, 
which is a greater protection while on the road or at a fire. 


I wish to thank all the firemen who have worked with me 
during the past year.

With thirteen elms infected with Dutch Elm Disease this 
year, it might be well to give serious consideration to a dormant 
spray program. Communities that have an adequate dormant 
spray program are not only protecting their elms from infection, 
they are controlling the disease. Hundreds of communities with 
a good spray program are keeping the infection to less than 
one-half of one percent. Many communities are having only one, 
two, or three infected trees. Thus you can see the value of this 
work. You can spray many of your trees for far less than it 
costs to remove them, and losing century old elms is an irre- 
placeable loss. What we hope to convey is that our elms are not 
all doomed, unless we definitely say we will do nothing about 
it. That can be tremendously expensive, as so many towns are 
finding out, for once a tree dies, it becomes a hazzard, especially 
those along the highway or over streets and sidewalks. An 
adequate dormant spray program would cost approximately 
$450.00. ‘This would take care of the elms in your zoned areas, 
such as Steep Falls, Standish proper, and down Sebago Station 
area. 


$1,500.00 is a bare minimum that a community blessed with 
as many beautiful large trees such as you have in Standish 
should spend. These tremendously large trees are a valuable 
economic asset, as all of your citizens know when they simply 
try to picture Standish without any trees. 


A pruning program should be set up, for as you know, the 
elm bark beetle breed in dead, diseased, dying elm wood. Prun- 
ing eliminates this breeding area and also the danger of falling 
limbs on traffic passing beneath them. We do hope that the

investment that is impossible to replace and will increase their 


budget to $1,500.00.

The following information is submitted to help you keep 
posted on the status of white pine blister rust control in your 
town. 


Blister rust is a fungus disease which kills white pines of all 
sizes. It does not spread from pine to pine. Two hosts are 
needed to complete its life cycle; white pine and all kinds of 
currant and gooseberry bushes. This cycle is broken and control 
established when these plants are removed from in and around 
selected white pine stands. 


Blister rust does not stop at ownership or boundary lines, 
therefore, control of the disease is a cooperative undertaking 
financed jointly by the Maine Forest Service, towns, individuals 
and the U. S. Forest Service. 


Since the start of control work in Standish, more than 571,000 
currant and gooseberry bushes have been destroyed on nearly 
32,000 acres which includes 17,574 acres of pine. Almost all of 
this acreage is now on a maintenance basis (disease controlled) 
and only periodic examinations will be needed to hold the degree 
of control already established. 


403 man hours were spent on blister rust control work in 
Standish during 1962. A summary of the reports show: 3,018 
acres were examined for currant and gooseberry bushes; 1,650 
acres were remapped on aerial photographs; 52 acres were in- 
tensively worked and about 2,300 of the host plants were 
destroyed. The job cost $600.20. (Town of Standish, $299.96; 
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State and/or Federal agencies, $300.24 not including cost of 
chemicals, aerial photographs, supplies or other incidentals. ) 


Our work plans for Standish in 1963 consist of making an 
examination of 835 acres which have been on a maintenance 
basis for ten or more years and to pick up any new pine areas 
that have not been protected. It is expected that this work can 
be done for half the funds expended in 1962. State and Federal 
agencies will again provide funds that will at least match blister 
rust funds made available by Standish.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC. HEALTH NURSE 
Town of Standish — 1962 


Public health nursing service in Standish is provided by the 
Division of Public Health Nursing of the Department of Health 
and Welfare. The nurse usually spends one and a half days a 
week carrying out a generalized nursing program to people in 
their homes, in the schools and in the community. 


Public health nursing service in the schools included participa- 
tion in: 


1. Arrangements for selected screening tests of vision and 
hearing. 


2. Planning and assisting at school health examinations. 
3. Spring registration of children entering school. 


4. Home visits to children with known or suspected health 
problems. 


5. Periodic visits to school personnel. 


An immunization clinic was held in the spring. The public 
health nurse participated in this activity. The following number 
of people were immunized: 


Smallpox 108 
Diphtheria 170 
Tetanus 170 
Polio 190 
Whooping Cough 36 


The public health nurse continued to participate in the 
monthly child health conference program. Any preschool child 
may attend this conference for medical supervision. 


In April the Standish Health Council was host to all health 
councils in Cumberland and York County. The public health 
nurse was a member of the planning committee for this event. 


Public health nursing service to individuals and families in 


56 Annual Report 


their homes is the unique function of the nurse. These services 
do not lend themselves to statistical tabulation. What is ac- 
complished in each situation is the important measurement of 
the public health nurse’s contribution to community health. 
Her specialized knowledge and skill in nursing care of the sick 
in the home, her skill in observation and case finding, her wide 
knowledge of health and welfare resources are available to any 
family in the town. Some of the home visits in Standish have 
been made to help with nursing care of the chronically ill, to 
help with rehabilitation of the handicapped, and to refer families 
to appropriate resources for such health problems as heart 
disease, epilepsy, diabetes, emotional problems, and crippling 
conditions. Sixty per cent of the home visits were made to 
individuals in the 6-21 year age group. Most of these visits were 
for follow-up of referrals from the school health program. 
Twenty-three per cent of the visits were made to children under 
six. During this period of rapid growth and development, the 
public health nurse can give advice in scientifically sound health 
practices. Although 11.5% of Standish’s population is over 65, 
only 3% of the nurse’s visits were made to people in this age 
group. With the knowledge that there is a marked increase in 
chronic illness with advancing age, home nursing care of the sick 
becomes increasingly important. 


The assistance given to the public health nurse by the mem- 
bers of the Standish Health Council, town officials, school per- 
sonnel, and local physicians has been most gratefully appreciated. 
Working together, the goal, better health for the community, 
can be reached.

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STANDISH HEALTH COUNCIL REPORT 


The following is a report of the activities of the Standish 
Health Council during 1962-63. We would like everyone in 
town to become more familiar with the program being carried 
on by the Health Council. We are more than happy to have 
volunteers at any time in order to continue working for the 
health of our community. This work covers: 


1. Health Education. 

2. Dental Health Education. 
3. Dental Clinic. 
4. Child Health. 

5. School Physicals 
6. Immunization Clinics. 
7. Loan Closet. 

(1 


) On April 18, 1962 the Standish Health Council was host 
for the Annual Health Institute of Cumberland and York 
Counties, the subject for this health institute being “Careers in 
Health.” There were speakers from various branches of the 
State Board of Health and Education. There was also a panel 
discussion of invited guests interested in furthering Health 
Careers. 


(2) Dental Health Education is a very important part of 
our program. We feel that it is more desirable to teach the 
children good dental hygiene then merely to extract decayed 
teeth. Our teachers try to teach this in our classrooms, and it 
should be continued at home. 


We plan a poster contest this year as in the past, and hope 
the children will put into practice the ideas they put onto their 
posters. 


We did not have a Fluoride Clinic this year even though the 
school district has set aside some money for this, because the 
State was unable to supply a Dental Hygienist, but we do hope 
to have this service again in the near future. 


(3) The Dental Clinic held 15 clinics in 1962 with Dr. Leo

Gilbert as our dentist. Work was done on the second and third 
grades. We did not work on the first grade in 1962 as it has 
been found that the six year molars of many of these children 
have not yet fully erupted, and we try to limit our work to 
these teeth. 


We wish to thank all those working on the sales of our Com- 
munity Birthday Calendars, each year we are able to sell more 
calendars and listings thus earning more money to use in our 
dental work. 


The Kiwanis makes a contribution for the Dental Clinic, and 
part of the money appropriated by the town is used for this 
work. 


Our Dental room at the George E. Jack School is open each 
Wednesday forenoon from the middle of February until school 
closes in June. Anyone wishing to see our Dental room, may at 
this time. 


We continue to charge $1.00 per filling and $1.00 for extrac- 


tions, except where any unusual conditions exists. 


(4) The Child Health Conferences continue to be well at- 
tended. Anyone wishing information may call Mrs. Gerald 
Harmon, NI 2-3606. 


Pre-school children may receive immunization shots and 
vaccinations. Each child may receive one complete physical 
examination each year. 


These Conferences are held the first Tuesday of the month 
at the Municipal Building at 10:00 A. M. and are open to all 
pre-school children. Dr. Richard C. Wright is the physician with 
Miss Barbara Ney, R.N. our Public Health Nurse assisting him, 
also members of the Health Council. 


(5) School Physicals have been completed for this school 
year, covering grades one, three, and five at the George E. Jack 
School, grade seven and all pupils participating in athletic 
sports at the Johnson Junior High. Dr. Richard C. Wright, our 
School Physician at Standish, did the examinations assisted by 
Health Council volunteers.

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Dr. Donald Allen is School. Physician at Bonny Eagle High 
School and is assisted by Health Council volunteer members of 
the four towns making up our School District. 

Parents are urged to take their children to their own family 
physician if they receive a notice from school following a 
physical and to report any follow-up to the teachers for health 
records. 

(6) Dr. Donald Allen, Public Health Officer in Standish, 
conducted immunization clinics at the George E. Jack and 
Johnson Junior High School assisted by Miss Barbara Ney and 
volunteers. 

(7) ‘The Loan Closet articles are still available to anyone 
in need of them and may be used simply by contacting Mrs. 
Roger Dunning of Standish. The articles are kept at the Muni- 
cipal Building. They consist of a hospital bed, bedside cabinet 
with tray, and a separate bed-tray and bed pan. 

Any items of this type will be gladly accepted by the Health 
Council at any time. 

We wish to take this time to thank the town for its support 
in our program. The School Personnel for their cooperation in 
all our little ventures. The volunteers, without whom we would 
have no program at all, and a special thanks to Dr. Richard C. 
Wright, Dr. Donald Allen, Dr. Leo Gilbert, and Miss Barbara 
Ney, R.N. for all the help and understanding we receive from 
them.

STANDISH RESCUE ENGINE NO. 4 REPORT 


This year marks the sixth year since the beginning of the 
Standish Rescue Unit. Over this period it has made great 
progress graduating from an old 1948 to a 1963 Chevrolet with 
all up to date equipment. An Ambu-Kit—the latest thing in 
rescusitation—has been added to the Unit through the kindness 
of one of our citizens and the Aux. made it possible for us to 
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have a complete set of the latest type emergency splints along 
with many other items. This year to date, the Unit has answered 
some 96 calls. 


From the beginning, we of the squad, pledged ourselves to 
the purpose of giving aid to the sick and the injured.

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STANDISH CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


The Standish Civil Defense organization is requesting $300.00 
for its operational budget for the year 1964. This sum will be 
primarily for the maintenance of the communication system or 
more generally speaking, the radios used by the fire department, 
the rescue unit, and the civil defense. The town has two base 
stations at Sebago Lake, and one at Steep Falls; two mobile 
units at Steep Falls, one at Standish, and three at Sebago Lake; 
one portable unit at Standish and the Fire Chief, Raymond 
Ettinger, has one. The radio units have been most valuable to 
the town in case of bad fires and in rescue work. 


The Base Station at Sebago Lake is manned Wednesday 
nights for Civil Defense tests and radiological reports. Radio 
operators are needed to learn the procedure on the Cumberland 
County Defense net so that we will have more operators avail- 
able for the Wednesday night sessions. Those interested please 
contact me. 


The Sebago Lake base radios have been moved from the 
C. D. trailer to the Fire House to make it more convenient for 
the Fire Department radio operators and to save on fuel. 


Two of the radios have given considerable trouble this year. 
They are the oldest models in our communications system, and 
in another year it will be advisable to trade them in for new 
ones. 


Cumberland County meetings are held once a month at the 
County Control Center and they have been attended by the 
Women’s Coordinator, my assistant Director or myself. Much 
time and effort is taken by this office for completing reports 
and annexes to current C. D. operational plans, which have to 
be submitted both to Cumberland County office and the State 
office. 


There are available courses in home nursing, radiological 
monitoring, home preparation, and first aid. If any groups are 
interested, please contact me and the necessary arrangements 
will be made.

The following is a brief report showing the status of white 
pine blister rust control in Standish as of 1963. 


As you know, blister rust is a fatal disease spread to white 
pines by spores produced on currant and gooseberry bushes. 
The key to an effective control program is based on the re- 
moval of any such plants growing near enough to cause infec- 
tion on the pines. Needed control measures are financed jointly 
with Federal, State and ‘Town funds. 


Our maps, although not quite up to date, show Standish has 
nearly 17,600 acres of forest land with enough white pine 
growth to justify control measures. To protect this pine about 
31,600 acres have been covered and nearly 572,000 currant and 
gooseberry bushes have been destroyed. With the removal of so 
many of these plants, control of the disease has been pretty 
well established. There are over 19,000 acres on which no 
further control measures are planned, All that is needed on 
the remaining acreage in the future is to maintain control with 
occasional examinations. 


Such examinations were made on about 3,800 acres in Stand- 
ish during 1963. Most of the areas looked at contained only 
scattered bushes and these were taken care of by one or two- 
man units. About 300 acres were remapped on aerial . photo- 
graphs. The job cost $315.46. (Town of Standish, $148.80; 
State and Federal agencies, $166.66.) 
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Work plans for 1964 in Standish consist of giving attention 
to about 2,900 acres which were last examined in 1954. It is 
expected that State and/or Federal agencies will again provide 
matching funds.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Standish — 1963 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, provided public health 
nursing service in the town of Standish during the year 1963. 


The community health activities, with which many of you 
are familiar, have continued. Child health conferences have 
offered health supervision to the infants and pre-school chil- 
dren; school physical examinations included the students in 
selected grades; the nurse tested the hearing of all children 
entering school and of those children who were referred by 
teachers, physicians, parents or nurse because of suspected 
hearing loss; she attended pre-school registration in order to 
interview parents about the health history of each child; she 
assisted at immunization clinics in the school with the addition 
of oral polio clinics for the entire population. Follow up visits 
were made when indicated by the findings of these programs. 
It seems a logical time to review some of these activities. 


Twelve child health conferences were held. One hundred 
and thirty three children attended; a physical examination was 
given to all of the children whose parents requested it. The 
advantages of examining the well child are that it provides 
for the early detection of correctible defects and the oppor- 
tunity for the child to become familiar with the examination 
procedure when he is well. It is hoped that more families, who 
do not have their children under the care of a private physician, 
will utilize this service. 


There are many areas in which our school health program is 
strong. Members of this community can take pride in the 
services offered their children. In the elementary school, parents 
are invited to be present while their child is examined; in the 
high school the physician is teaching adolescents to assume 
some responsibility for their own health. There is a possibility 
that this program will be revised so that more emphasis can be 
placed on the careful selection of children to be examined. 
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Stress should be placed on quality of service rather than 
quantity in this program. 


It would seem that an immunization clinic for adults is 
indicated in this town. It is recommended that everyone be 
re-vaccinated against smallpox every five years, and repeat 
tetanus boosters every four years. 


The health council has become less active in the past year. 
The purposes of the council are to interpret community health 
needs to the nurse, to assist with the community health activi- 
ties, and to provide information to the area concerning the 
current trends in public health. These purposes cannot be 
accomplished by a few interested people. To be effective the 
council needs representation of a cross section of the residents 
of Standish. 


In 1964, we will begin an annual program offering a tuber- 
culin skin test to the children in the first and seventh grades. 
The objectives of this program are three-fold: first, an ade- 
quate sampling of the school population will be tested: second, 
it has case finding potential and will be locating infected per- 
sons and can help eradicate the disease: third, it is an educa- 
tional advantage to the community. It is anticipated that the 
majority of students will be found negative. It is important 
to realize that a positive test does not mean that active tuber- 
culosis is present. A positive test does indicate a need for fur- 
ther studies by means of x-ray and physical examination. 


The unique service of the public health nurse is that given 
to families in their homes. Visits were made to patients with 
heart disease, rheumatic fever, visual difficulties, cancer, hear- 
ing loss, mental health problems, mental retardation, congenital 
defects, epilepsy, nutritional problems, crippling disease, tuber- 
culosis and contacts of tuberculosis for the purpose of health 
supervision, nursing care, rehabilitation, and health education. 


With the increase in the number of aged people and the 
trend toward shorter hospitalization it would seem that there 
would be a greater need for nursing care of the sick in the 
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home. Only two families have been referred for this purpose in 
a year. Referrals of this type usually come through physicians 
or clinics. However, if anyone is aware of such a need he can 
request a visit through the patient’s physician or directly. 
However, it is necessary for the nurse to have medical direc- 
tion from the patient's doctor. 


Public health nurses work as members of the health team to 
further community health. Nursing care and treatment, health 
counseling, and organization of families and groups for health 
purposes are provided. In all phases of the work emphasis is 
placed on the prevention of disease, the promotion of health 
and rehabilitative measures. I wish to take this opportunity to 
thank all of the people who have aided me in this endeavor in 
the past year.

During the past year, the work has consisted mainly of 
assisting Dr. Richard Wright with physical examinations of 
the children in grades 1, 3, 5, and 7, and all who participated 
in the athletic programs in grades 6, 7, and 8. Dr. Donald 
Allen does the physical examinations at the High School. Health 
Council members from the four towns take turns helping him. 
This work is all done by volunteer workers. Anyone wishing to 
help would be very welcome. 


Dr. Donald Allen conducted an immunization clinic for the 
children in the elementary grades in March and April. He was 
assisted by Miss Barbara Ney and volunteers. 


The Dental Clinic was held from the middle of February 
until June. Dr. Leo Gilbert was our dentist again this year. He 
worked mainly on 2nd and 3rd grade pupils. 


Dr. John J. Boland of South Portland donated a newer 
type of dental chair and unit for the dental room. The Rus- 
sell-Altenburg Co. is installing the necessary equipment to run 
the unit. The plumbing and wiring was done by Robert and 
Paul Walker. The old chair was donated to the Windham 
Health Council. A large part of the money contributed by 
the town and the Kiwanis Club and from the sales of the Com- 
munity Birthday Calendars is used for dental work. 
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The Child Health Conferences are held monthly with Dr. 
Richard Wright and Miss Barbara Ney. These clinics are for 
pre-school children. 


The sick room equipment in the loan closet is still available 
to anyone needing these articles by contacting Mrs. Idolyn 
Dunning at 642-3231.

The investigations and findings of the Committee are the re- 
sults of a series of meetings with speakers from various com- 
munities and State Agencies. These included Richard W. Clark, 
Secretary of the Planning Board of the Town of Windham; 
Elden Shute, Town Manager, and John Johnson, Member of 
the Planning Board of Gorham; Franklin Milliken and Frank 
McCann of the Maine Department of Economic Development; 
and Robert Ewing, Executive Director, Greater Portland Re- 
gional Planning Commission. These meetings brought forth the 
following facts: 


1. Zoning in Maine is regulated by Chapter 90A, Revised Stat- 
utes of 1954, Sections 1 and 61-65 as amended in 1957, 1959, 
1961, and 1963 as found in Information Pamphlet No. 1. 


2. A Planning Board is a prerequisite to zoning.—See page No. 
6, Information Pamphlet No. 1.

A mandatory requirement of zoning is an accurate, scaled 
map of the town.—See page No. 9, Information Pamphlet 
No. 1. Costs of this type of map have been estimated by the 
James Sewall Co. of Old Town, Maine at $19,000.00. Such a 
map of the town would provide the Selectmen with a more 
accurate means of assessing property; the property owner 
with better property identification; and the town with a base 
map for all future planning needs. 


A zoning ordinance is an integral part of a comprehensive 
plan for the development of the community as prepared by 
the planning board with the assistance of professional plan- 
ning consultants.—See page No. 5, Information Pamphlet 
No. 1. An estimate of the cost of such a plan as done by the 
Greater Portland Regional Planning Commission is $700.00, 
provided a base map of the town is available. 


A building code and a trailer ordinance would provide an 
additional means of promoting the health, safety, and gen- 
eral welfare of the residents of the community and, as such, 
deserve further study by a planning board. 


The Committee therefore recommends the following: 


1; 


That the Town of Standish authorize the Selectmen to ap- 
point a Planning Board as described in Chapter 90A, Re- 
vised Statutes of Maine. 


That the Town of Standish authorize the Selectmen to ne- 
gotiate for and obtain an accurate, professional, scaled map 
of the town. 


That the first considerations of the Standish Planning Board 
be zoning and building codes. The Committee feels that these 
will be necessities for the town within the near future.

Two pieces of property were sold this year, the Bartlett Han- 
son lot was sold to Keith Waterman for $300.00 and Legere 
lot at Richville was sold to Alice Sanborn for $100.00. 


Thirty nine trees known to have Dutch Elm disease were cut 
by Babbidge Company and were removed by the State High- 
way Department. In April 1965, approximately 75 feet of the 
wharf at the end of Maple Street was rebuilt at a cost of about 
$1,000.00. 


A State aid road was built from Buxton town line at Bonney 
Eagle High School to Route 35A, a distance of seven tenths 
of a mile. The town had to use all of the State aid money due 
in 1966 and part of 1967 and no more State aid road can be 
built before 1968. 
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Town road improvement money was all used in 1965 to build 
one and one quarter miles of road from the residence of Clifton 
Haskell on Oak Hill to the Richville Road so called. 


All of the 1965 and part of 1966 Town Road Improvement 
money was used, therefore no more road can be built with 
Town Road Improvement funds until 1967. 


During the year, $286,795.87 of town funds was invested in 
U. S. Treasury bills and bank certificates of deposit, which 
returned a profit in interest of $5,670.18, which was credited 
to surplus.

COMPENSATION FOR FIGHTING FOREST FIRES 
Revised Statutes Annotated 
1964 
Title 25, P. 2503 


Town forest fire wardens shall receive compensation for 
forest fire fighting services at the prevailing rate in the town. 
Labor and equipment may be provided by individuals or groups 
on a forest fire without pay. All requested assistance, persons 
or equipment used in fighting forest fires shall upon application 
receive compensation fixed by the town in which the forest fire 
occurred, but labor coming from outside such town shall re- 
ceive a rate of pay not less than that established annually by 
the State Highway Commission for state highway labor. Fire 
departments, organized crews or other groups used outside the 
town in which the forest fire occurred may receive pay at their 
usual rates. Forest fire fighters may be provided with subsistence 
while on the fire. 


PUBLIC LAWS OF MAINE, 1965 
Chapter 365, P. 2436-A. 
BURNING OF DEBRIS 


For the purpose of this section “debris” shall be defined as 
any manufactured product, household rubbish, hay or other 
vegetative accumulations or materials not included in Title 
12, section 1551. No person, firm or corporation shall burn 
debris out of doors other than when the ground is covered with 
snow, except between the hours of 5 p.m. and 12 midnight. This 
section shall not apply to burning in incinerators approved by 
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a municipal fire chief, town forest fire warden or forest ranger; 
burning at municipally maintained dumps; burning in munici- 
palities wherein ordinances control the time and manner of 
such burning; nor to special burning jobs where a written per- 
mit is provided by the municipal fire chief, town forest fire 
warden or forest ranger. Whoever violates this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $10 nor more than $50.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Standish — 1965 


Public Health nursing service has for its goal the attainment 
of optimum health for individuals, families and the community 
as a whole. Emphasis is on the prevention of illness and disa- 
bility as well as on restorative and rehabilitative measures. The 
World Health Organization defines health as “a condition of 
complete physical, mental and social health and not merely the 
absence of disease or infirmity.” With this definition in mind it 
is appropriate to review the program in Standish during the 


year 1965. 


Home visits were made to promote and maintain health, to 
prevent illness or disability, and to encourage individuals and 
families to live in a healthful way and improve health standards. 
Visits were made to individuals with the following conditions 
or diseases—epilepsy, diabetes, cerebrovascular accidents, nutri- 
tion problems, visual difficulties, hearing loss, emotional prob- 
lems, mental retardation, muscular dystrophy, crippling con- 
ditions, dental problems, communicable diseases, rheumatic 
fever as well as health supervision visits to well children and 
pregnant women before and after delivery. There has been an 
increasing utilization of services for nursing care of the sick at 
home. These visits were to people of all socio-economic levels 
represented in Standish and include all age groups. 


Twelve child health conferences were held. Seventy children 
made a total.of 152 visits. A physical examination is available 
for each child. Good health supervision of the preschool child 
results in avoiding some health problems through anticipatory 
guidance and prevention, early detection of defects allows early 
correction of the problem when feasible and familiarizes the 
child with the procedure. Ninety-four physical examinations 
were completed. Immunizations provided at the conferences 
were: 
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Smallpox 11 
Diphtheria, Whooping cough, ‘Tetanus 
completed series 14 
boosters 20 
Salk Polio, boosters 2 
Sabin Polio, completed series og 


Immunizations were offered to Standish residents in the 
George E. Jack School in April and June. Adults did not take 
advantage of this opportunity. The school children completed 
the following: | 


Smallpox 20 
Diphtheria, ‘Tetanus 
completed series 3 
boosters 62 
Sabin Polio, completed series » 83 


Youngsters in the junior and senior high schools were offered 
these immunizations in the school and therefore are not in- 
cluded in the above statistics. Oral polio was available for the 
first time as a part of the town immunization program in 1965. 


The school health programs have continued. Physical exami- 
nations were offered to students in the first, fourth, seventh, 
and tenth grades and to the pupils participating in the athletics 
program. Hearing tests were done on all first grade children 
and others referred by the teachers and parents. Tine tests, a 
test for tuberculosis, were done for 36 first grade and 62 seventh 
gerade students. Follow-up home visits were made when indi- 
cated by the findings of these programs. 


It is planned that after 1966, immunization will be offered 
every other year in the high school. The program will continue 
yearly in the elementary and junior high schools. 


Plans are being made to offer measles vaccine in March of 
1966. 
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I would like to take this opportunity to thank the people who 
have generously contributed time, enthusiasm and ideas to the 
health program this past year.

Carter. 


The Sebago Lake Ladies Auxiliary was shown a film on the 
Alaskan Earthquake. 
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The PTC of the George E. Jack School on Oct. 12th with 
guest speaker Col. Carter and Betty Proctor, Lady Coordinator 
for Cumberland County.

BUILDING CODE, STANDISH, yas 


Section 1. Purpose of Code. 7 ¢ — 5) baw” 


The purpose of this code is to provide for safety, health 
and public welfare through structural strength and stability 
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and protection to life and property from fire hazards inci- 
dent to the design, construction, alteration, removal or 
demolition of buildings and structures. 


Section 2. Permits, Inspections and Fees: 


A. No building or structure costing one Hundred Fifty 
dollars ($150.00) or more shall be built, enlarged, altered 
or moved without a Permit from the Building Inspector, 
who may require a plan of the proposed work, together 
with a statement of the materials to be used. 


B. The Building Inspector shall inspect all buildings or 
structures during construction to see that the provisions of 
law are complied with and that construction is prosecuted 
safely. Whenever, in his opinion, by reason of defective or 
illegal work in violation of a provision of this code the 
continuance of a building operation is contrary to public 
welfare, he may order further work to be stopped and may 
require suspension of work until the condition has been 
remedied. 


C. Fees for a construction Permit will be collected by the 
Building Inspector. All fees collected will be accounted for 
by the Building Inspector and paid to the Town Treasurer 
monthly. No application for a Construction Permit shall be 
considered to have been filed until the below stipulated 
fees have been paid:

The area of the cellar and/or all subsequent levels shall 
determine the total area fee. 
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Section 3. New Construction: 


A. All new construction shall have permanent type found- 
ations which shall conform to generally accepted good 
practice, and will include concrete posts set below frost 
or concrete and masonry foundations set below frost. 


B. Pole type buildings will be acceptable for farm and 
commercial use. 


C. Siding material shall be of permanent type. 


D. Every roof placed on a building shall be covered with 
class A, B, or C roofing materials. 


Section 4. Supplementary Requirements: 


All matters not covered by this code shall conform to 
generally accepted good building practice. The 1955 Abbre- 
viated edition of the National Building Code, as amended, 
and recommended by the American Insurance Association 
shall be deemed good practice. 


Section 5. Plumbing: 


The plumbing and drainage system of a building or struc- 
ture shall be installed to conform with the State plumbing 
code. This requires a separate permit from the Plumbing 
Inspector. 


Section 6. Electrical Installations: 


All electrical wiring systems shall be installed to conform 
with the State electrical code. 


Section 7. Building Inspector: 


1. The office of Building Inspector is hereby created and 
the Building Inspector shall be appointed by the selectmen 
or other authorized town official. His appointment shall 
continue during good behavior and satisfactory service. He 
shall not be removed from office except for cause after full 
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opportunity has been given him to be heard on specific 
charges. 


2. It shall be the duty of the Building Inspector to en- 
force all laws relating to the construction, alteration, re- 
moval and demolition of trailers, buildings and structures. 
3. The Building Inspector, in the discharge of his official 
duties, and upon proper identification, shall have authority 
to enter any building, structure or premises at any reason- 
able hour. 


4. The Building Inspector as a employee of the Town, 
shall be paid monthly by the treasurer. His salary shall be 
the Permit fee which he has collected for the month. 


Section 8. Appeals: 


A. The Appeal Board shall consist of three members and 

one alternate member to be appointed by the selectmen, 

terms of the regular members to be for 1, 2 and 3 years, 

and the alternate member to be appointed for a three year 

term. The Appeal Board after public hearing may: 

1. Confirm, or by majority vote of the Board only, reverse 
decisions of the Building Inspector. 


2. Permit exceptions and variations in specific cases so as 
to grant reasonable use of property where necessary 
to avoid unnecessary hardship and without substan- 
tially departing from the intent of this ordinance. 
Granting of such exemptions and variations require a 
majority vote of the Board. 


Section 9. Penalties: 


Whoever violates any provision of this ordinance may upon 
conviction be fined not less than ten dollars ($10.00) and 
not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) for each 
offense. Each day that a violation continues beyond seven 
days after written notification of such offense by the Build- 
ing Inspector shall constitute a separate offense.

1. Definition: — 


The term mobilehome or trailer shall mean any vehicle 
used or so constructed as to permit its being used as a | 
conveyance on the public streets and highways and duly 
licensed as such, and constructed in such a manner as will 
permit occupancy thereof as a dwelling or sleeping place 
for one or more persons and provided with a toilet and 
water. 


2. Permit: 


No person, firm or corporation shall bring or cause to 
be brought into the Town of Standish, a mobilehome or 
trailer without first securing a permit to do so from the 
Building Inspector of the ‘Town of Standish. 


(A.) Said person, firm or corporation shall apply in 
writing to the Building Inspector for either a tem- 
porary or permanent permit. 


(B.) Said application shall state the name of the owner 
of the mobilehome or trailer, its make, serial num- 
ber, length, width, color and any other pertinent 
identification information. 


(C.) Said application shall further state the location in 
the town where the mobilehome or trailer will be 
placed and if the owner of the land is other than 
the owner of the mobilehome or trailer, the owner 
of the land shall in writing give his permission. 
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3. Temporary Permit: 


Subject to the provisions of Section 2 hereof, the Build- 
ing Inspector may grant a temporary permit for a period 
of not more than 90 days, provided that the application 
for said permit clearly indicates that the use of said 
mobilehome or trailer is for temporary purposes, not to 
exceed 90 days. Said permit shall automatically expire 
on the date set forth in the temporary permit, but noth- 
ing contained herein shall prevent the owner from re- 
ceiving a permanent permit upon meeting with the re- 
quirements for a permanent permit. 


4. Permanent Permit: 


Subject to the provisions of Section 2, hereof, the Build- 
ing Inspector may grant a permanent permit, provided, 
however, that the applicant shall have first constructed a 
permanent and continuous masonry foundation and sub- 
ject further to the following requirements: 


(A.) No more than one mobilehome or trailer shall be 
permanently placed upon any lot or parcel of land 
which contains less than 20,000 square feet, or 
which has less than 100 feet of frontage on any 
public street, travelled way or private right of way. 


(B.) All plumbing and sewer installations must comply 
with the applicable state laws and codes. 


5. Removal: 


No mobilehome or trailer shall be moved or removed 
from the location designated in the temporary or perma- 
nent permit to another location without first securing a 
new permit from the Building Inspector. All of the perti- 
nent provisions of this ordinance relating to the applica- 
tion for and granting of a permit shall apply to the appli- 
cation for and granting of a new permit. 
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6. 
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Change of Ownership: 


In the event of a sale of a mobilehome or trailer located 
in the Town of Standish, the new owner shall, within 
fifteen days after transfer of title, make application to the 
Building Inspector for an appropriate permit. All of the 
pertinent provisions of this ordinance relating to the 
application for and granting of a permit shall apply to 
the application for and granting of the change of owner- 
ship permit. — 


Replacement: 


Any owner of a mobilehome or trailer who has a lawful 
permit issued by the Building Inspector and who desires 
to replace said mobilehome or trailer with another mobile- 
home or trailer shall file an application for such purpose 
with the Building Inspector. All of the pertinent provisions 
of this ordinance relating to the application for and grant- 
ing of a permit shall apply to the application for and 
granting of the replacement permit. 


Exclusions: 


The provisions of this ordinance shall not apply to 
mobilehomes or trailers which: 


(A.) were located on a permanent and continuous 
masonry foundation and which had proper plumb- 
ing and sewer installations in compliance with 
applicable state law and codes prior to the effective 
date of this ordinance. However, upon replacement 
or transfer to another location, all of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall become applicable.

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(D.) are located in a mobilehome or trailer park, pro- 
vided that said park is operated in full compliance 
with all municipal ordinances and state statutes, 
codes, rules and regulations. 


Appeal: 


Any person, firm or corporation aggrieved by the deci- 
sion of the Building Inspector, may appeal such decision 
to the Planning Board. The Planning Board shall set a 
date, time and place for a public hearing and shall in 
writing give notice of said public hearing and its date, 
time and place at least 7 days prior thereto, to the appel- 
lant and the owners of all property within 500 feet of 
the proposed location set forth in the application. Notice 
shall be deemed sufficient if sent to the owners and at 
the addresses appearing in tax assessment records of the 
town. 


Fees: 


Every person, firm or corporation who files an applica- 
tion for any permit or appeal shall pay a fee of $ to the 
Building Inspector at the time of filing, which fee shall 
then be turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


Effective Date: 


This ordinance shall become effective fifteen days after 
its adoption at a town meeting. 


Penalty: 


Any person, firm or corporation who violates or fails 
or refuses to comply with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished, upon conviction, by a fine of not less 
than Ten dollars and not more than One Hundred Dol- 
lars. Each day that such violation or failure or refusal to 
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comply continues after notification by the Building In- 
spector shall be deemed to constitute a separate offense.

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ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Sylvania Electric Products Incorporated, a leader in the fields 
of Electronics, Television, Radio, Lighting, Chemistry, and 
metallurgy, is locating a plant in Standish. 


They have purchased the Greenlief property of seventy five 
(75) acres at the corner of Route 35 and the Shaw Mill Road. 


The fill and foundation have been placed. The structure is 
now being erected, and will be completed in 1967. 


This will be approximately a million dollar investment, em- 
ploying 300 people assembling small electric parts. There is a 
good possibility of future growth. 


Frye’s Island 


Frye’s Island is being developed by the Sebago Shores Cor- 
poration. 


Section 1 has been surveyed with 94 Front Lots and 77 Back 
Lots being staked out. 


Approximately 35 Lots have been sold and 16 camps built. 
The Island is served by two car ferries. 


The developers are intending to build stores and a golf course. 
A substantial investment should result. 
Chadbourne’s Landing 


Chadbourne’s Landing is a County right of way to Sebago 
Lake near the Portland Water District inlet. 


Approximately fifteen (15) boat landings a year are made at 
Chadbourne’s and the Water District considers this a hazard to 
the purity of the water. 


A petition to the County Commissioners for the closing of the 
right of way by the Water District was disallowed. 


The Water District decided to appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and the Town had to decide whether or not to contest the suit. 
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A Special Town Meeting was held and our Legal Counsel 
Mr. Barnett Shur was present. It was voted to appropriate 
$2,000.00 from Surplus for legal fees to continue the case. 


A hearing with Judge Webber and counsel for both sides 
decided that the State Legislature had the only jurisdiction in 
this case. 


There was some feeling in the Town that a bill would be pre- 
sented to Legislature to close the lower end of the lake to 
boats. 


Happily to say the problem has been amicably resolved as the 
following letter shows. —

Dear Dave: 


Mr. Monie of the Water District called me yesterday and we 
discussed the matter of legislation which I understand, will be 
introduced at the present legislative session relating to the purity 
of the water not only in Sebago Lake but in all bodies of water 
which supply water for human consumption. I am not aware of 
the exact nature of the bill, but in essence, it would provide for 
buoying around water intakes and no boating, swimming, or 
other use of the buoyed area. In the case of Sebago Lake, it 
would provide for a radius of 300 feet around the intake at the 
Northeast Landing Road and 1000 feet at the Chadbourne’s 
Landing Road. I am advised by Mr. Monie that this will not 
interfere with the use of either the Northeast or Chadbourne 
Landing Roads but that the buoying of these intakes will pre- 
vent any use or travel within the buoyed area. 


I have asked Mr. Monie to send me a copy of the bill when 
it is actually introduced and, of course, I will send you a copy 
as soon as I receive it. 


If the proposed legislation does not in any way destroy the use 
of the two roads and simply prevents any use or travel in the 
buoyed area, perhaps this may be a good compromise to a very 
troublesome problem. 


Please give this matter your very serious consideration and 
advise me as to the position of the town with respect thereto.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Taxpayers of Standish: 


Protection and prevention are two words that should be fore- 
most in our minds if we are to remain as a small rural com- 
munity with a pleasant, safe and healthy atmosphere which is 
supplemented by a very low tax rate based on a strong, sound 
tax base. 


Unfortunately we could be in a position to lose all of this 
due to many extenuating circumstances. If we take a quick look 
at the towns around us, we realize that Standish should become 
the next bedroom community to Greater Portland. All projec- 
tions and population studies to date indicate that this assump- 
tion will become a reality shortly. 


Industrial expansion and population expansion due to un- 
controlled and unplanned developments can deteriorate a town 
very quickly and place severe burdens on it. The planning 
board has done considerable research in this area and has pre- 
pared two proposals for your consideration and hopeful ap- 
proval at town meeting this year. 


We have changed a few sections in last year’s Trailer Or- 
dinance and are submitting it once again. This ordinance does 
not prohibit trailers but does put necessary restrictions on their 
location and appearance. These restrictions are necessary if we 
are to be able to collect real estate taxes on them and if we 
try to keep the trailers from depreciating the valuation of other 
surrounding property. 


We are also asking for your approval to let us adopt a com- 
prehensive plan for the town. This plan is compulsory as per 
the state statutes for any town with a planning board. The plan 
we are seeking will meet the needs of the town and provide us 


with a detailed study of everything within the town which will 
help us plan the growth and future development of Standish 
for the next twenty years. 
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It is time that we realize that the school budget is not going 
to get smaller. Therefore we must begin to invest in the re- 
maining necessities of the town if it is to remain sound. 


During the past year we have had considerable meetings with 
representatives of the fire department to help them reorganize 
the department into a more efficient unit with better morale 
among the members. We have completed new by-laws and 
should complete the remaining study before spring. 


During the coming year we are also planning to study the 
street lighting in the town in hopes of upgrading certain sections 
and planning new lights in areas which do not have them now. 


We are very hopeful for your support at town meeting and 
welcome any suggestions which you might have for the improve- 
ment of Standish now or in the future.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
STANDISH — 1966 


During the year, your public health nurse, a member of the 
staff of the Division of Public Health Nursing, provided nursing 
service on a family-centered basis and worked with allied groups 
in the planning and implementation of community health pro- 
grams. In all phases of work, emphasis is placed on the pre- 
vention of disease, the promotion of health, and restorative 
nursing. 


Home visits are planned with the individual, the family and 
the physician in order to provide skilled nursing care, thera- 
peutic treatment and to offer supervision to family members in 
the giving of this care. Medical direction is an essential to the 
nursing program. Visits were made to people with the following 
diagnoses or conditions: pregnancy, tuberculosis, tuberculosis 
suspects and contacts, gonorrhea, arthritis, cardiac conditions, 
cerebrovascular accidents, crippling conditions, diabetes, ear 
conditions and suspected hearing loss, epilepsy, eye conditions 
and vision defects, emotional problems, mental retardation, nu- 
trition problems, rheumatic fever, other non-communicable dis- 
eases. A large number of visits were made to offer health super- 
vision. There have been many more referrals in the last year 
for nursing care in the home. The impetus given by last year’s 
federal legislation in providing medical care programs is ex- 
pected to increase the demands for this type of service. 


Twelve child health conferences were held. Eighty-one infants 
and preschool children made a total of 135 visits. Sixty-six chil- 
dren were examined by the physician. The following immuniza- 
tions were completed:

For the first time, measles vaccine was offered in March and 
December. A total of 184 children were protected against old 
fashioned measles at three clinics. According to a questionnaire 
answered by the parents of school children, the school age child 
is well protected against this disease.

School physicals were offered to students in the first, fourth, 
seventh, tenth grades and athletes.

Fewer children par- 
ticipated in this program than in past years. 


One hundred and thirty-nine audiometer tests were done on 
first grade children and others referred because of suspected 
hearing loss by their teachers. Some of these were repeat tests. 


Home visits were made to the families of children when in- 
dicated by these programs. 


The cooperation of the volunteers, the physicians, the school 
personnel, the town officials and the Kiwanis Club in carrying 
out these programs is sincerely appreciated.

(b) Said application shall state the name of the owner of 
the mobilehome or trailer, its make, serial number, length, 
width, color and any other pertinent identification information. 


(c) Said application shall further state the location in the 
town where the mobilehome or trailer will be placed and if 
the owner of the land is other than the owner of the mobile- 
home or trailer, the owner of the land shall in writing give his 
permission. 


3. Temporary Permit. Subject to the provisions of Section 
2 hereof, the Trailer Inspector may grant a temporary permit 
for a period of not more than 90 days, provided that the appli- 
cation for said permit clearly indicates that the use of said 
mobilehome or trailer is for temporary purposes, not to exceed 
90 days. Said permit shall automatically expire on the date set 
forth in the temporary permit, but nothing contained herein 
shall prevent the owner from receiving a permanent permit upon 
meeting the requirements for a permanent permit. 


4. Permanent Permit. Subject to the provisions of Section 2 
hereof, the Trailer Inspector may grant a permanent permit, 
provided, however, that the applicant shall have first constructed 
a permanent and continuous masonry foundation, and subject 
further to the following requirements: 


(a) Each lot or parcel of land upon which a mobilehome or 
trailer is to be permanently placed must contain at least 20,000 


square feet and have at least 109 feet of frontage 0 on a qePuane \ 


or travelled way or private right of way. 


(b) Said mobilehome or trailer shall be placed at least 30 
feet distant from each of the property lines. 
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(c) All Electrical, plumbing and sewer installations must 
comply with the applicable state laws and codes. 


5. Removal. No mobilehome or trailer shall be moved or 
removed from the location designated in the temporary or 
permanent permit to another location without first securing a 
new permit from the Trailer Inspector. All of the pertinent 
provisions of this ordinance relating to the application for and 
granting of a permit shall apply to the application for and 
granting of a new permit. 


6. Change of Ownership. In the event of a sale of a mobile- 
home or trailer located in the Town of Standish, the new owner 
shall, within fifteen days after transfer of title, make application 
to the Trailer Inspector for an appropriate permit. All of the 
pertinent provisions of this ordinance relating to the applica- 
tion for and granting of a permit shall apply to the application 
for and granting of the change of ownership permit. 


7. Replacement. Any owner of a mobilehome or trailer who 
has a lawful permit issued by the Trailer Inspector and who 
desires to replace said mobilehome or trailer with another 
mobilehome or trailer shall file an application for such purpose 
with the Trailer Inspector. All of the pertinent provisions of this 
ordinance relating to the application for and granting of a 
permit shall apply to the application for and granting of the 
replacement permit. 


8. Exclusions. The provisions of this ordinance shall not 
apply to mobilehomes or trailers which: 


(a) were located in the town prior to the effective date of 
the ordinance. However, upon replacement or transfer to an- 
other location, all of the provisions of this ordinance shall be- 
come applicable; 


(b) Are used as travel or sport trailers, and not occupied 
as dwellings, and which are located in the town for storage 
purposes only; 


er 
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(c) are being exhibited for sales purposes and are not occu- 
pied as dwellings; 


(d) are located in a mobilehome or trailer park, provided 
that said park is operated in full compliance with all municipal 
ordinances and state statutes, codes, rules and regulations. 


9. Trailer Inspector. 


(a) The office of Trailer Inspector is hereby created and the 
Trailer Inspector shall be appointed by the selectmen and he 
shall serve at the pleasure of the selectmen. 


(b) It shall be the duty of the Trailer Inspector to enforce 
all laws relating to the Trailer Ordinance. 


(c) The Trailer Inspector as an employee of the town shall 
be paid monthly by the treasurer. His salary shall be one-half 
(14) of each permit fee which he has collected for the month. 


10. Trailer Appeal Board. 


(a) There is hereby created the Trailer Appeal Board. Said 
Board shall consist of three members and one alternate member 
to be appointed by the selectmen, terms of the regular members 
to be for 1, 2 and 3 years, and the alternate member to be ap- 
pointed for a three year term. 


(b) The Trailer Appeal Board after public hearing may: 


1. By majority vote of the Board, confirm, reverse or modify 
the decision of the Trailer Inspector. 


2. Permit exceptions and variations in specific cases so as to 
grant reasonable use of property where necessary to avoid un- 
necessary hardship and without substantially departing from 
the intent of this ordinance. Granting of such exemptions and 
variations require a majority vote of the Board. 


(c) Appeal. Any person, firm or corporation aggrieved 
by the decision of the Trailer Inspector, may appeal such de- 
cision to the Trailer Appeal Board. The Board shall set a date, 
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time and place for a public hearing and shall in writing give 
notice of said public hearing and its date, time and place at 
least 7 days prior thereto, to the appellant and the owners of all 
property within 500 feet of the proposed location set forth in 
the application. Notice shall be deemed sufficient if sent to the 
owners and at the addresses appearing in tax assessment records 
of the town. 


11. Fees. Every person, firm or corporation who files an appli- 
cation for any permit shall pay a fee of $10.00 to the Trailer 
Inspector at the time of filing, which fee shall then be turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 


12. Effective Date. This ordinance shall become effective 
fifteen days after its adoption at a town meeting. 


13. Penalty. Any person, firm or corporation who violates or 
fails or refuses to comply with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished, upon conviction, by a fine of not less than 
Ten Dollars and not more than One Hundred Dollars. Each 
day that such violation or failure or refusal to comply continues 
after notification by the Trailer Inspector shall be deemed to 
constitute a separate offense.

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ITEMS OF INTEREST 
There is quite an increase of activity in the town. 


The Sylvania plant has started operations and the Frye’s 
Island development is flourishing. 


Real estate transfers have increased with property values 
going up substantially. This change in valuation is putting quite 
a burden on the Assessors to maintain equity in the town. 


The greatest pressure is coming from shore front property. 
Frye’s Island frontage is selling as high as a $100.00 per foot 
which would be $10.00 foot valuation. Our valuation on Sebago 
mainland frontage is considerably less. This situation has caused 
controversy with property owners on Frye’s Island. The only 
solution is to bring up valuations on mainland frontage. We are 
considering raising Mainland frontage. 


The Selectmen are currently increasing valuations on property 
that has not changed hands in recent years. This past year we 
picked up approximately $50,000.00 of valuation in this manner 
and an additional $50,000.00 in new valuation. This represents 
about one million dollars of property at market value. These 
changes were included in the 1967 tax bills. 


A sand spreader was purchased which makes road care more 
efficient. 


Three parcels of ‘Tax Acquired Property were sold, namely; 


Abbie Buzzell Lot to Ralph Sanborn, $3,200.00 
Maurice Branz Lot to Charles Roberts, $250.00 
Lots at Garden of Eden to Ralph Martin, $300.00 


Eleven Trailer Permits were issued under the new Trailer 
Ordinance. 


The Federal Government has approved the funds for our 
Comprehensive Plan, and William Dixon Associates have been 
engaged to do the work.

of the Job Road, and at the Dump entrances, to direct efficient 
and lawful use of these areas. 


We sincerely hope that, after our road crew has done its usual 
excellent spring clean-up job and the signs are up, the citizens 
and summer residents will cooperate to make everyone’s trips to 
the Dumps pleasant rather than painful to eyes and car tires.

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STANDISH PLANNING BOARD 
To: Standish’s ‘Taxpayers 


The past year has been relatively quiet for the Standish 
Planning Board while awaiting formal approval of state and 
federal funds for our Comprehensive Plan. These funds were 
finally approved and released in January, and the Plan is under- 
way and hopefully will be completed before the 1969 town 
meeting. 


We interviewed William Dickson Associates, E. C. Jordan Co., 
Inc. and James W. Sewall Co. for the Comprehensive Plan and 
hired William Dickson, South Portland. All the bidding firms 
were from Maine. The program shall cost $11,500 with the 
town’s share being $2,875. 


A study of the Standish Fire Department by a committee of 
eight men—three from the Planning Board and five from the fire 
department—was undertaken and shall be released to the Select- 
men in March. Morale, lack of organization and cooperation plus 
the need of many reforms and equipment appear to be hindering 
the growth and improvement of the department. 


Four plats for housing developments were approved by the 
board in the past few months. One was turned down and an- 
other is now pending. 


Our board meets on the second Monday of each month at the 
Town Hall in the evening, and the public is always welcome. 
While the plan is being developed, we shall also be holding 
special meetings periodically with the planner. 


The purpose of this board is just as the name implies; to plan 
the needs and growth of the town. We meet to discuss and study 
all types of proposals anl problems which the town faces now 
and in the future. Our recommendations are then passed with 
the selectmen for future action by you at town meeting. 


I shall predict that the next five years will be the most crucial 
years which this town will ever incur. Contrary to the beliefs of 
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a select minority this town is rapidly growing and is about to 
face many problems which could seriously affect steady growth 
which is in our best interest. Our tax rate is very apt to double 
in this period mostly due to our inability in the past to look far 
enough in the future. 


This board shall be studying many of these problems and 
shall be making our decisions based on our studies and what we 
determine to be in the best interest of the town. We welcome 
your ideas and comments and seriously encourage you to be- 
come more involved in the future of our community and to 
especially have a comprehensive knowledge of town affairs.

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ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Due to inequities in Property Values, your Assessors revalued 
the Town this past year. These new values are reflected in the 
Tax Bills you received. 


This new valuation with the State’s method of calculating 
increased the State Valuation of our Town from $9,600,000 to 
$14,800,000 and will increase our payments to S.A.D. 6 from 
45.3% to 51.0% of their budget. 


We are posting the amount of taxes paid by each property 
owner in this report for comparisons. ‘The amounts can also be 
compared with those previously paid by referring to the Town 
Report for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1966. 


The renovation of the Municipal Building is nearly complete, 
resulting in greater usefulness, better working conditions and 
we expect a lower heating cost. A room will be provided for the 
Planning Board on the second floor and for the Civil Defense in 
the basement. 


The comprehensive plan for the Town should be completed 


in June. Preliminary figures forecast a population of 7,500 in 
1969. 


This will put us in Gorham’s Class and forewarns us so we 
might be able to avoid some of their problems by better planning. 


The work on the Sebago Lake Wharf has been started. The 
piling has been purchased and will be driven by Maurice Rogers 
when conditions permit.

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STANDISH HEALTH COUNCIL 


We are quite aware of the fact that many people in Standish 
know nothing about the Health Council—neither of it’s existence 
nor it’s functions, and for this reason I’d like to go back very 
briefly to 1947, come up thru 1969, and appeal to all of you 
for the future. 


In the Annual Town report of January 1947 for the year 1946 
Grace J. Hunt, Public Health Nurse, recommended that Stan- 
dish organize a Health Council. By 1949 Mrs. Beverly Allen, 
R.N., was urging such an organization in her report as Public 
Health Nurse, and at Town Meeting in March of 1952 Dr. Er- 
vin Center made the motion that a committee be formed to fol- 
low these recommendations with Mrs. Willard Moulion as 
Chairman. A constitution was drawn up, accepted and put in 
to action and the Standish Health Council was a fact. Monthly 
meetings were held. Monthly well-baby clinics, the Child Health 
Conferences, were started. Many fine speakers were heard, main- 
ly specialists from Portland. Volunteers were working with the 
School Physician and the Public Health Nurse at the School 
Physicals and Immunization clinics. In 1954 a Dental Health 
Committee was formed. 1955 was a busy year. Salk Vaccine for 
immunization against paralytic polio was made available and 
Health Council volunteers worked at the clinics. By January 
1957 money had been raised for a Dental Clinic—the equipment 
had been purchased and installed in a room at the George E. 
Jack School and the first clinic was held around that time. I 
believe that was the first year for the sale of the Community 
Birthday Calendars. A Loan Closet with equipment to aid in 
the care of ill or injured persons was started. 


The Child Health Conferences are for all infants and pre- 
school children in the town of Standish, which includes Sebago 
Lake, Steep Falls, Richville, South Standish, etc. The State pays 
the physician and the services of the nurse are covered by the 
Town in a yearly fee paid to the State for Public Health Nurs- 
ing. Health Council members take care of all records, notices 
and the weighing and measuring. Those parents who are able 
to pay do so. 
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Most of the money spent by the Health Council is spent for 
the Dental Clinic. The Town appropriates $300., the Kiwanis 
Club—$100., and the Council raises the remainder by the sale 
of calendars. The Kiwanians have also made substantial contri- 
butions toward replacement of equipment. For example, in 
April of 1969 it was necessary to replace a sterilizer—the total 
cost was $301. and the Kiwanis Club gave $170 toward its pur- 
chase. The sale of 1970 calendars gave us a profit of nearly $400. 
Dental work was done for the pupils in three first grades and 
one fifth grade in 1969. The cost of conducting the clinics was 
$622.50, with $22.50 spent for toothbrushes and $600 paid Dr. 
Leo Gilbert for 12 clinics (30 hours). $31 was paid by parents 
for work done on their children—those who can pay $1 per fill- 
ing or extraction. This year 30 hours work by Dr. Gilbert would 
cost $750. Since it is felt necessary to reserve $100 for emer- 
gencies (equipment, repairs, supplies, etc.) 1t will not be possible 
to schedule the usual number of clinics unless it is possible to 
obtain the services of a dentist who is willing to work for less 
than Dr. Gilbert’s figure. The adviseability of making a change 
is questionable in my mind. Dr. Gilbert’s work is excellent. To 
me the problem lies in the fact that the Health Council has not 
been able to increase the number of pupils benefiting from the 
services offered in proportion to the increase in the number of 
pupils enrolled in school. This could be improved if more peo- 
ple were to become interested in the work of the Health Council. 
It is not necessary that you have children in school—eligibility 
requires only that you have strong convictions on the value of an 
active, effective organization working to give every child in the 
town the best start in life. Food sales and suppers could be put 
on to raise money for additional clinics. Volunteers are always 
needed to assist at school physicals at BEHS, the Junior High, 
the elementary school and the kindergarten. A strong attempt 


should be made to resume the clinics for topical application of 
fluoride to prevent tooth decay. There is every indication in 
Standish that there is a great need for this. Records prove that it 
is very effective. Apparently the State does not have enough den- 
tal hygienists. We need someone to head up a “big push” to the 
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State Department of Dental Health. We need someone to work 
out a program to augment the classroom work in Dental Health 
—put on a program showing the proper way to clean teeth— 
put on a poster contest on Dental Health (creative thinking is 
much more impressive than the written word in a text-book). 
We can’t fit in evening programs in Health Education apparently 
—to much competition from other activities—but we can ac- 
complish more, working directly with the children, if enough 
people who really care will come forward. If this touches off a 
spark and enough people contact Mrs. Donna Watters, or Mrs. 
Gerald Harmon, both of Sebago Lake, we will go on from there.

This service has been provided in 1969 to individuals and fami- 
lies of all ages in their homes, in the schools, and in the com- 
munity. 


School nursing was transferred to the school nurse, Mrs. Gloria 
Hansen, employed by the School Administrative District as of 
October 13, 1969. Prior to that time this service was done by 
your nurse. 


Eight combined Limington-Standish child health conferences 
were held at the Standish Municipal Building on the first ‘Tues- 
day of the month with Dr. Richard Wright in attendance.

The Standish Planning Board spent a considerable amount of 
time during the past year working very closely with Mr. David 
Joy and Mr. William Dickson of William Dickson Associates for- 
mulating the final decisions and draft of our Comprehensive 


Plan tor standisn. 


Our plan was presented to the town at a public hearing in 
September and formally approved and accepted by this board 
in October. 


Since October the board and the planners have concerned 
themselves with the drafting of the various ordinances which 
are an integral part of the plan. We have also received a pre- 
liminary draft of the specific recommendations contained in the 
plan as well as their priority status and cost estimates. It also 
contains a list of governmental agencies and programs which 
we might be able to call on for assistance. 


It is imperative that every person in this town realize that this 
plan is only a suggested guide for the development of Standish 
for the next twenty years and is in no way binding on this board 
or the town. It must constantly be reviewed and updated as time 
passes and the town progresses. 


It should also be thoroughly understood by everyone that this 
board is not being told what to do by any governmental agency 
or statute in regards to the contents of the plan. This board will 
from time to time take items from the plan which we believe 
to be in the best interest for the town and present them to a 
town meeting for your binding action. 


Such action was taken in December when we asked for your 
support by submitting a subdivision ordinance and an amend- 
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ment to our trailer ordinance pertaining to mobile home parks 
for your action at a special town meeting. The amendment to 
the trailer ordinance passed. 


The Selectmen asked us to consider their proposal to in- 
crease the number of selectmen in the town and to redefine the 
duties and salaries of the clerk. We agreed to put it to a vote of 
the people which had to be done at least sixty days prior to town 
meeting if the proposal was to become effective in 1970. 


We also knew of the plan from the Frye’s Island developers 
which they would be submitting to us for approval as well as 
several other plans. We felt that Standish should protect itself 
at once against indiscriminate developing and therefore submit- 
ted the subdivision at the special town meeting. 


Following this the selectmen then decided not to submit their 
request. 


The board has also been studying the street lighting in the 
town and is devising a plan to install new and replace old lights 
each year with a gradual increase in street lighting anticipated 
each year. 


During the year the chairman has been attending a Greater 
Portland Leadership Seminar monthly at Westbrook Junior 
College studying the various problems and solutions which are 
confronting this state and our community. 


The board meets at 7:30 p.m. on the second Monday of each 
month in regular session at the town hall. Everyone is cordially 
invited to attend our meetings. Any business which is to be 
placed on the agenda must be given to the chairman no less 
than one week prior to the meeting. 


The planning board wishes to express our sincerest thanks to 
the people of Standish for their support and vote of confidence 
at the special town meeting. I’m sure that you proudly recog- 
nize, as I do, the intelligence, diligence, integrity and character 
of the members of this board who are serving you while spend- 
ing many valuable and non-compensated hours away from their 
businesses and families. 
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We welcome your continued support and assistance as we 
strive together to make Standish a better town to live, work and 
play in.

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RESCUE UNIT 


The Standish Rescue Unit has had a busy year with over 102 
calls and more than 680 man hours donated. We try to limit 
our calls to strictly emergencies since any call means taking a 
member from either his job or own time with no monetary pay- 
ment involved. Luckily, most of the members who can, leave 
their own jobs do not have to forfeit their wages. 


Our members take it upon themselves to keep well trained 
in matters of first-aid. Many have gone on to take advanced 
first-aid, some have taken a 7 week course at Maine Medical 
Center, a few have taken a two day seminar in extraction of 
crash victims and two of our members are qualified first-aid 
instructors. All of this time involved in their training is again 
on a voluntary basis with no pay, with all of their expenses 
coming out of their own pockets. 


The budget for the coming year is larger than in the past due 
to several reasons. We are having an increase each year in the 
number of calls which requires more gasoline, oil, supplies, and 
equipment, plus the price increase in these items. Repairs to our 
truck are increasing as it becomes older. It is fast becoming ob- 
solete and we need to be thinking to the future when a new 
vehicle may become necessary. 


One outstanding item of which the people of the town need 
to be aware is the new licensing law that was passed by the last 
legislature. The law was to become effective in June 1970, but 
we have been instrumental in getting the time extended to De- 
cember 1970. Under the new law, all ambulances must be li- 
censed by the State Department of Health and Welfare and 
could not go out unless there was a doctor, nurse or a licensed 
person abord. A special board has been appointed by Governor 
Curtis to set up the standards and qualifications for licensing. 
This license to members will be on a yearly basis but the fee or 
cost has not been established. If the qualifications for licensing 
exceed those that we have set up for ourselves, many members 
would not be able to take further training if it were not offered 
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in our area at a convenient time and our unit could not operate 
legally under this new law. 


This law would effect most rescue units in our surrounding 
areas also and we would be left with no emergency coverage 
except by professional ambulance services which would be very 
costly to the public. 


If you have any feelings about this, please feel free to con- 
tact any member of the unit and members of the State Legisla- 
EQ, 


Members of our rescue unit have put in over 680 total man 
hours this year, with several individual members averaging be- 
tween 70 and 100 hours. This is again free service offered by 
them for emergencies and would be a deep loss to the commun- 
ity. We also realize our service is not 100% effective, since we 
all are volunteers and cannot always be reached at a moments 
notice, but we feel the service offered is far better than none

Section 1. Subdivision Ordinance | 3 


This ordinance is written in accordance with Chapter 239, 
Section 4956 of Title 30, Maine Revised Statutes, 1968. It is an 
ordinance defining subdivision; requiring the approval of any 
subdivision by the Planning Board of the municipality before 
work may be commenced, and establishing procedures therefor; 
stating the contents required for preliminary and final subdi- 
vision plans; and establishing minimum standards for subdivision 
design and construction in the municipality. 
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Section 2. Purpose 


The purpose of this ordinance is to promote the development 
of an economically sound and stable community; the provision 
of safe and adequate streets, utilities and other services to new 
land development; the provision of convenient and safe traffic 
circulation and access; to assure generally the development of 
areas in a manner consistent with the comprehensive plan for 
the municipality; to provide uniform procedures and standards 
for observance by the Planning Board and developers. 


Section 3. Jurisdiction 


The provisions of this ordinance shall apply to all land within 
the boundaries of the municipality. 


Section 4. Administration 


4:1 The Planning Board of the municipality, hereinafter 
called the Board, shall administer this ordinance. 


4:2. No Plans of a subdivision of land within the municipal 
boundaries of the municipality shall be hereafter filed or 
recorded in the County Registry of Deeds until a final 
plan thereof shall have been approved by the Board, in 
accordance with all of the requirements, design stand- 
ards and specifications set forth in this ordinance, and 
until such approval shall have been entered on such final 
plan by a legal majority of the Board. The recording of 
a plan without the approval required by this ordinance 
is void. 


4:3. Whenever any subdivision is proposed or before any con- 
tract for the sale of or offer to sell such subdivision or 
any part thereof shall have been negotiated, or before 
any permit for the erection of a structure within such 
subdivision shall be granted, or before any utility instal- 
lations, ditching, grading, construction of roads, grading 
of land or lots shall be done on any part of the subdivi- 
sion, the subdividing owner or his authorized agent shall

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apply formally to the Board for approval of a Final Plan 
of such subdivision as provided in this ordinance and 
shall record an attested copy of the Final Plan so ap- 
proved and so endorsed in the County Registry of Deeds. 


As to any intended subdivision of land, the subdivider 
shall prepare and formally submit to the Board both a 
Preliminary Plan for study, and modification where re- 
quired, and a Final Plan. The Final Plan shall not be 
prepared until the subdivider has received from the 
Board written notice of a majority of the Board approv- 
ing a Preliminary Plan of such subdivision. 


A variation in the strict application of the Subdivision 
Ordinance may be permitted when, in the opinion of the 
Board, topography or other consideration warrants such 
variation provided that public convenience, safety, 
health and welfare will not be affected adversely. 


Whenever the Board receives a Subdivision Plan for final 
approval it may require that a public hearing be held 
and that owners of adjacent properties be notified in 
writing of the time and place of such hearing. 


In a municipality which has an engineer, he shall make 
a report to the Planning Board with respect to the 
grades, drainage, sewerage and road surfacing of a pro- 
posed subdivision before it may be approved. 


Any person who conveys or agrees to convey any land by 
reference to a subdivision plan which has not been ap- 
proved as required by this ordinance and recorded by 
the proper Register of Deeds, shall be punished by a fine 
of two hundred dollars ($200.00) for each lot conveyed 
or agreed to be conveyed, except that nothing herein 
contained shall be deemed to bar any legal or equitable 
action to restrain or enjoin any act in violation of these 
regulations.

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Section 5. Fees 


A fee of twenty five dollars ($25.00) shall be required 
by the Planning Board to cover administrative and in- 
spections costs. 


Section 6. Appeals 


The failure of the Planning Board to issue a written no- 
tice of its decision, directed to the applicant, within 30 
days after a proposed subdivision has been submitted 
constitutes its disapproval. An appeal may be taken from 
the decision of the Planning Board to the Superior Court 
as provided in Section 4956, subsection 1, paragraph E 
of Title 30, Maine Revised Statutes, 1968. 


Section 7. Performance Guarantee 


The subdivider shall file with the Board at the time of 
submission of the Final Plan a performance guarantee in 
an amount sufficient to defray all expenses. This may be 
tendered in the form of a certified check payable to the 
municipality or a faithful performance bond running to 
the municipality and issued by a Surety Company ac- 
ceptable to the municipality. The conditions and amount 
of such certified check or performance bond shall be de- 
termined by the Treasurer of the municipality with the 
advice of the various municipal departments and agencies 
concerned. The amount shall be at least equal to the to- 
tal cost of the street grading, paving, storm drainage and 
utilities or other improvements specified in the Final Plan 
and shall be conditioned on the completion of all such 
specified improvements within two years of the date of 
the certified check or performance bond. . 


The Board may recommend a maximum extension of 12 
months to the guaranteed performance period when the 
subdivider can demonstrate, to the satisfaction of the 
Board and other interested officials or agencies, good 
cause for such extension. Such recommendation for ex-

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tension shall be referred to the Governing Body of the 
municipality for official action. 


Before a subdivider may be released from any obligation 
required by his guarantee of performance, the Board will 
require certification from the various departments and 
agencies concerned to the effect that all improvements 
have been satisfactorily completed in accordance with 
all applicable standards, State and local codes and or- 
dinances. 


The Board may at its discretion waive the requirement 
of a performance guarantee and recommend a properly 
executed conditional agreement with the municipality. 
Such agreement if executed with the municipality shall 
be endorsed in writing on the Final Plan and shall pro- 
vide that the Board may approve the Final Plan, or any 
part thereof, on condition that no lot in such subdivision 
may be sold and no permit shall be issued for the con- 
struction of any building on any lot on any street in 
such subdivision until it shall have been certified in the 
manner set forth in Section 7:3 above that all improve- 
ments have been made within 2 years of the date of exe- 
cuting such conditional agreement. 


Section 8. General Requirements 


Any proposed subdivision shall be in conformity with the 
Comprehensive Plan of the municipality and with the 
provisions of all pertinent State and local codes and or- 
dinances. 


Land designated for public use may not be subdivided for 
any other purpose. 


Any proposed subdivision shall be reviewed by the Board 
with respect to its effect upon existing community ser- 
vices and facilities including schools and recreational 
areas. The Board shall advise the municipality and the 
developer regarding the designation of space for future 
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community facilities and may withhold approval of 
final plans pending such designation. 


Any proposed subdivision shall be so designated that 
every lot has access to a public or dedicated street in ac- 
cordance with the Comprehensive Plan. 


Land susceptible to flooding, and land not suitable for 
development because of soils characteristics, which may 
also be hazardous to life, health or property shall not be 
accepted as part of a proposed subdivision but may be 
used, subject to approval by the Board and other per- 
tinent authorities, for open space purposes public or 
otherwise. 


Any natural drainageways and their easements shall be 
so incorporated that no flooding will occur and all storm 
water can be disposed of properly. 


The Board may require that a proposed subdivision de- 
sign show respect for such features as trees, streams, 
topography, and other natural assets. 


Street trees, esplanades and open spaces may be requir- 
ed at the discretion of the Board. When such improve- 
ments are required they shall be incorporated in the 
Final Plan. 


Section 9. Preliminary Plan Requirements and Procedures

A request for approval of a subdivision shall be made to 
the Board in writing and shall be accompanied by a Pre- 
liminary Plan. The Plan shall be drawn at no smaller 
scale than 100 feet to the inch. The Preliminary Plan 
shall be accompanied by a location map showing the re- 
lationship of the proposed subdivision to adjacent prop- 
erties and public access and drawn at no smaller scale 
than 500 feet to the inch. 


When practical, a standard sized sheet 24” x 36” shall 
be used for all plans and shall contain the following in- 
formation:

Ownership and location of abutting properties. 
Name, location, width, profile, cross-section, ra- 
dius of curves, angles of change in direction and 
center line length of all existing and/or proposed 
streets, other public ways, building lines and ease- 
ments in the subdivision. All street names shown 
for proposed streets located in a subdivision shall 
be checked against local records to assure that 
none are duplicates of existing street names or so 
similar as to cause confusion. 

Type, location, profile and cross-section of all ex- 
ting and/or proposed surface water drainage. 
Location of all existing and/or proposed utilities 
—water, gas, electricity or other. 

Location of all existing and/or proposed sanitary 
sewers showing size, profile and cross-section; or 
description, plan, location of other means of sew- 
age disposal with evidence of successful percolation 
tests. In areas outside of those presently sewered 
where disposal is proposed by use of septic tanks 
the Board shall require a written statement from 
the local public health officer or other duly au- 
thorized person that suitable percolation tests have 
been made and that the land is considered suitable 
for disposal systems using septic tanks. 
Topography at five foot contour intervals, unless 
otherwise prescribed by the Board. In addition the 
location of existing natural or man made features 
and soils conditions influencing the layout of the 
proposed subdivision shall be shown. 

Lot lines and approximate dimensions. 

Proposed uses of property. 

Proposed public areas, if any. 
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In addition to the Preliminary Plan, the Board may re- 
quire the subdivider or others to undertake studies where 
deemed necessary or desirable to protect the public con- 
venience, safety, health and welfare. 


An application for approval of a Preliminary Plan shall 
be considered at a regular meeting of the Board within 
30 days of receipt of such application. The Board shall, 
after such consideration and within 30 days of receipt 
of an application and Preliminary Plan, issue a written 
statement informing the subdivider or his authorized 
agent of approval, disapproval or conditional approval 
or of any changes required prior to the submission of 


the Final Plan. 


Within not more than 12 months after issuance of Pre- 
liminary Approval the subdivider or his authorized agent 
shall submit a Final Plan. 


Section 10. Final Plan Requirements and Procedures

A request for Final Approval of a subdivision shall be 
made to the Board in writing and shall be accompanied 
by a Final Plan of such subdivision legibly drawn in 
black ink on permanent transparency material together 
with three (3) dark line copies. The Plan shall be drawn 
at such scale as may be prescribed by the Board as being 
adequate to show all details clearly. 


The Plan may be presented on one or more sheets of 
standard 24” x 36” size and shall contain the following 
information: 

(a) All the information required for the Preliminary 
Plan and amendments thereto suggested by the 
Planning Board. 

(b) Existing and final proposed lines of streets, ways, 
lots, easements for utilities and/or drainage and 
public areas within the subdivision. 

(c) Sufficient data to determine the exact location, 
direction, and length of every street line, easement, 
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lot line and boundary line and to reproduce these 
lines upon the ground. 

(d) Location of all permanent monuments existing 
and/or proposed wherever, in the opinion of the 
Board such monuments are necessary to properly 
determine the location on the ground. 

(e) Lot numbers and letters in accordance with the 
prevailing policy on existing tax maps. 

(f) Designation of the location, size, planting and 
landscaping of such parks, esplanades or other 
open spaces as may be proposed or prescribed. 

(g) The seal(s) of the registered architect, engineer, 
planner or other professional person responsible 
for preparation of the subdivision proposals. 


The Final Plan shall be accompanied by certification 
from authorized local public officials and/or agencies 
that the design of sewer and drainage facilities, streets 
and utilities in the proposed subdivision conform to the 
requirements of all pertinent State and local codes and 
ordinances. The cost of certification and/or inspection 


shall be borne by the subdivider. 


The Board shall consider a Final Plan at a regular meet- 
ing within thirty days of submission of such Final Plan. 


The Board may, before final approval or disapproval of 
a Final Plan, hold a public hearing on such plan. 


The approval of a Final Plan by the Board shall not be 
deemed an acceptance by the Public of the dedication of 
any street or other public way or grounds. 


The approval of a Final Plan shall be attested on the 
original tracing cloth and three copies by the signatures 
of a legal majority of the members of the Board. 


The original tracing of a Final Plan as approved shall be 
retained by the Board. The three copies shall be deliver- 
ed to the subdivider. The subdivider shall be required to 
record one copy of the Final Plan with the County Regis- 
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try of Deeds within thirty days of its approval by the 
Board. 


Section 11. Design Standards 


The design of streets shall provide for proper continua- 
tion of streets from adjacent subdivisions and built up 
areas and proper projection of streets into adjacent un- 
subdivided and open land. 


No street shall have a right of way width of less than 50 
feet regardless of other provisions in this or other ordin- 
ances. The Comprehensive Plan of the municipality shall 
serve as a guide in determining the proper distribution 
of pavement widths, shoulders and sidewalks within pro- 
posed rights of way. 


Streets shall intersect at right angles where possible but 
under no circumstances at an angle of less than 60 de- 
grees. 


“T” intersections formed on opposite sides of the same 
collector street shall not be closer than 200 feet center 
line to center line. 


Street lines at intersections shall be cut back to gees 
for curb radu of not less than 25 feet. 


Street intersections and curves shall be so designed as to 
permit adequate visibility for both pedestrian and ve- 
hicular traffic. Curves in general shall have a minimum 
center line radius of 100 feet. 


A dead end street or cul-de-sac shall not exceed 600 feet 
in length and shall be provided with a suitable turn 
around at the closed end. When a turning circle is used 
it shall have a minimum outside curb radius of 65 feet. 


Grades of all streets shall be reasonable minimum but 
shall be not less than 0.5% or more than 8% unless 
specifically approved by the Board and the Municipal 
Engineer. 
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11:9 When deemed necessary all streets shall be provided with 


sidewalks on both sides having a minimum width of 5 
feet. 


11:10 ‘The Comprehensive Plan for the municipality shall serve 
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as a guide in determining the need for widths of streets 
in excess of 50 feet.

Section 12. Validity and Conflict of Ordinances 


The invalidity of any section, subsection, paragraph, sen- 
tence, clause, phrase or word of this ordinance shall not 
be held to invalidate any other section, subsection, para- 
graph, sentence, clause, phrase or word of this ordin- 
ance; and to this end the provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby declared to be severable. 


In any case where a provision of this ordinance is found 
to be in conflict with a provision of any other ordinance 
or code of the municipality existing on the effective date 
of this ordinance, the provision which establishes the 
higher standard for the promotion and protection of 
health and safety shall prevail. 


Section 13. Effective Date 


This ordinance shall take effect and be in force from 
and after the date of its official adoption by the munici- 


pality. 
Section 14. Definitions 


For the purpose of this ordinance, certain terms used 
herein are defined as follows: 


Subdivision: shall mean the division of a tract or parcel 
of land into two (2) or more lots for the purpose, im- 
mediate or future, of sale or building development, and 
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shall include the subdivision of land for non-residential 
purposes and the re-subdivision of land. 


Re-subdivision: shall mean the further division of an ex- 
isting subdivision or any change of the lot size therein, 
or the relocation of any street or lot line in a subdivision. 
Subdivider: An individual, firm, association, syndicate, 
partnership, coporation, trust, or any other legal entity, 
or agent thereof, that undertakes the activities governed 
by this ordinance. The term “subdivider” is intended to 
include the term “developer” and “builder”.
